Battleships Howe And An­ 
son Join Fleet» Seek

LONDON. Oct. 21—Two powerful 
35-000-tor. battleships, the Anson 
and the Howe, each carrying ten 
14-inch guns have moved into their 
stations in the British fleet and 
their

orrze ct the G erm an fleet, the B at­ 
tleship Tirpitz. 
The British fleet has now reach­ 
ed its pre-w ar strength of 15 b at­ 
tleships and battle cruisers and at 
least four more battleships are u n ­ 
der construction, including the Lion 
and the tem eraire, rated a t 43,000 
tons. 
The An^on and the Howe are the 
’ast of the five great battleships 
of the King George V class to be 
commissioned. The Prince of W ales 
was sunk last December during ¡. 
Japanase air attack off 
M alaya 
The King George V and Duke of 
York have been with the fleet for 
some time. 
One of the Anson’s first tasks 
was to help guaid a R usda-bound 
convoy in the Arctic and her guns 
already have been in action against 
G erm an airc ra't, it was announced. 
Capt. H. R. G. K inahan is in com ­ 
m and of the Anson and Capt. C. 
H. L. Woodhouse com m ands the 
Howe. 
They were captains in the 
W est Indies before the war 
and 
Woodhoase was com m ander of the 
Cruiser Aiax in the battle of the 
•River Plate In which the G erm an 
pocket battleship. G raf Spee fled 
to Montevideo harbor and was scut­ 
tled. 
The new batttleships ‘carry four

According to surveys made by the Ohio Division of Conservation and 
Natural Resources, farm youth traps the greater portion of Ohio's fur crop, 
and reap the bulk of the revenues. Trapping in many cases provides the 
necessary l'untis for complete college educations for farm boys, who other­ 
wise would not be able to go to college at all. 
Conservation Commissioner Don Waters states that the Ohio fur in­ 
dustry is definitely in the "big business" class since it has a turnover value 
of more than two rrullion dollars a year in the raw product. Surveys made 
over the past five years show that the Ohio fur crop is steadily incrcarurg 
following a serious "set back" during the revere winter of 1935-36. 
The muskrat, raccoon, rnir.k and skunk, in that order, are the chief 
revenue producers, these four species accounted for 94% oi the ca.Ni value 
of the 1941 catch.
